EASTERN STORMS. 
Streams in New York. New Jersey aud 
Pennsylvania Rooming. 
New Y o r k , November 20th. — Heavy 
rains have caused maDy streams in New 
York and New Jersey to overflow their 
banks, ana a number of towns have sus­ 
tained considerable damage from the floods. 
Traffic on the Erie Railroad has been 
stopped by washouts near Elmira. The 
lower portions of that city are inundated, 
and the Northern Central Railroad is also 
blocked by washouts and landslides. 
Several bridges have been carried away 
around Elmira and Hornellsville. The 
Lehigh Valley trains are delayed. Can- 
isted is partially inundated by a rise in the 
Canisted river. 
W il l ia m spo r t (Ta.), November 20th.— 
The streams iu this vicinity are gr,atly 
swollen and many bridges on the North­ 
ern Central Railroad are in danger. 
Travel is suspended on that ronte. Tbe 
flood is as great as that of last June. Sev­ 
eral railroad bridges have been washed 
away, and Lock Haven and Clearfield are 
reported to be badly flooded. 
E lm ira (N. Y.), November 20th —The 
floods in this section and in Pennsylvania 
are subsiding. There has been great dam­ 
age to property, but no loss of lifa. 
L ong B r a n ch (N. J.), November 20th.— 
At nigh tide this morning the surf cut 
almost through Ocean avenue, above the 
hotel at Brighton, where the big cut was 
made last winter. The bluff was also dam­ 
aged in peveral places between Ocean pier 
and the Howard Hotel. 
O lean ( N. Y.), November 20th.—Heavy 
and incessant rain tbe past two dayscaused 
a flood in the river similar to the one of 
last spring. The river is rising at the rate 
of ten inches per hour, and if it continues 
property along the low lands is in great 
danger. 
JABBED IN THE EYE. 
Major Stewart Believes That He Killed 
a Man. 
N ew Y o r k , November 20th.—The mys­ 
tery that surrounded the case of Martin 
Flynn, who died in a hospital a few days 
ago from wounds received a couple of 
weeks before, when he was assaulted by a 
man with au umbrella, the ferule of which 
was jabbed into his eye, is believed to have 
been cleared up. Major Joseph Stewart, a 
Southern gentleman, whose eflorts on be­ 
half of the Confederate soldiers’ home at 
Austin, Tex., last winter, gave him wide 
popularity, thinks that he caused the 
death of a man unknown to him. On the 
evening of October 23th he was walking 
down Broadway with his wife. When near 
the corner of Thirty-seventh street a man 
grasped Mrs. Stewart's arm and made some 
remark. Major Stewart says he raised his 
umbrella and broke it over the man’s head 
and shoulders. He waited five minutes 
for a policeman, but none appeared, and 
his wife being greatly agitated the/ went 
back home. Major Stewart was not aware 
that he had jabbed the man in tbe face 
with his umbrella, but after considering 
tbe case of Flynn, he said the facts ap­ 
peared to point out that he was the man 
he (Stewart) had beaten to resent the in­ 
sult to his wife. 
DISAPPOINTMENT OF THE MAJOR. 
N ew Y op.k , November 20th.—Another 
slayer of Flynn has turned up. Siegfried 
H. May, a wholesale liquor dealer, surren­ 
dered himself to thejulice to-day, stating 
that he was the man that stabbed Martin 
Flynn in the eye on upper Broadway tbe 
latter part October, inflicting a fatal wound. 
Flynn assaulted him, he said, and he used 
his umbrella in self-defense. The thrust 
in the eye was accidental. 
Major Stewart, however, still believes he 
was the cause of Flynn’s death. 


CKONIN CASE. 
The Defense Still Trying to Prove an 
Alibi. 
C h ic a g o, November 20th.—Testimony to 
prove an alibi for the defendants in the 
Cronin case was resumed this morning. 
Mrs. Thomas Whalen, who keeps house 
for O’Sullivan, and her sister, Kate Mc­ 
Cormick, who spent the night of the mur­ 
der at O’Sullivan's house, corroborated the 
evidence of former witnesses that O’Sulli­ 
van was in the house all the time that 
night. They were awake till 1 o’clock in 
the morniDg, and he was still there. Mrs. 
Whalen said she was present when Clancy, 
of the New York Herald, wanted O’Sulli­ 
van to go to see Cronin’s body. O’Sullivan 
refused because he didn’t know Clancy, 
but said he would go if a policeman asked 
him.Matt Bacahv, saloon-keeper, testified 
that Martin Burke was in his saloon from 
7 to 10 o’clock on the evening of May 4th. 
In cross-examination, the fact was devel- 
ODcd that witness was a member of Camp 
20. He admitted that he had been supply­ 
ing Burke’s meals to him, and that he vis­ 
ited Winnipeg some time ago for the pur­ 
pose of looking around. He denied ever 
haviDg sent money to Burke at Winnipeg, 
and denied that he ever called Cronin a spy 
or any other opprobrious epithet. He ad­ 
mitted that he was the Treasurer of the 
Prisoners' Defense Fund and had been 
active in raising money. 
W. F. Coughiin, a saloon-keeper, corrob­ 
orated Banahy’s testimony about Eurke 
being in the latter’s saloon that night. 
Recess. 
LONGENECKER AS A WITNESS. 
At the afternoon session, John O'Malley' 
clerk in the Northtown Assessor’s office, 
corroborated Danahy'a evidence as to 
Burke. 
James Lyman, a city contractor and a 
member of Camp 20, told of the meeting of 
February 8th. when a committee was ap­ 
pointed to investigate the statement that 
the report of the Buffalo Trial Committee 
had been prematurely made public in 
Cronin’s Camp. The witness said after the 
resolution was adopted, the matter was re­ 
considered and referred to District Officer 
Spellman, ot Peoria. 
Ex-Congressman John F. Finnerty said 
he was a member of Camp 20. He had 
never heard of an “inner circle” in it. 
Several other witnesses were examined 
with regard to the “inner circle,” but none 
of them knew anything about it. 
State’s Attorney Longenecker was then 
called as a witness on behalf of defendant 
Beggs. He objected, but after a brief 
argument the Court ordered the exam­ 
ination to proceed. In reply to ques­ 
tions, the State’s Attorney said he had 
heard Beggs’ testimony before the Coroner’s 
jury and had subsequently caused Beggs to 
be brought before the Grand Jury. 
When Mr. Foster asked him if he bad 
examined Beggs before tbe Grand Jury, 
Mr. Mills, of counsel for tbe State, ob­ 
jected. In reply to a query of the Court as 
to what he meant by tnis line of examina 
tion, Foster said : “I mean to show that 
Beggs volnntarily told the State'* Attorney, 
when a witness before the Grand Jury, 
in regard to this Cronin correspondence 
and the action of Camp 20 in this matter. 
I propose to show that the first informa­ 
tion came from Beggs to Longenecker of 
that matter being referred to Spellman, 
aud, further, through Chief of Police Hub­ 
bard, presented to the State’s Attorney tbe 
correspondence in his own behalf. 
I 
further oiler to prove that after that exam­ 
ination, and in pursuance of what Beggs 
stated under oath, Spellman was subpe- 
naed as a witness before the Grand Jury 
and interrogated, and famished the letters 
Beggs had written him in pursuance of the 
voluntary statement of Beggs in this mat­ 
ter, which the State’s Attorney knew noth­ 
ing about.” 
Tbe Court said that Foster waa entitled 
to get that before the jury, bat he was sorry 
he had not asked the State's Attorney if he 
was not willing to admit that fact before he 


was put on the stand for examii ation. The 
examination developed that Beggs told the 
State s Attorney of correspondence between 
defendant and Spellman, and in pursuance 
of that information the State’s Attorney 
caused Spellman to be examined and sub- 
penaed to produce letters he had written to 
Beggs. Up to the time of receiving the in­ 
formation the State’s Attorney did not 
know that Beggs had written any letters to 
Spellman. 
Foster then asked if the testimony of 
Beggs before the Grand Jury was not the 
first information the Slate’s Attorney had 
that there had been such correspondence. 
Judge Longenecker said this question 
was putting words in his mouth, and he 
would not answer it; but he finally said 
that Beggs said there were letters’ that 
would explain the whole thing, or some­ 
thing to that effect; letters written to Spell­ 
man and replies to explain the secret com­ 
mission arrangement. The State's Attor­ 
ney further admitted, in reply to a ques­ 
tion, that Beggs wanted him to obtain those 
letters. 
Chief of Police Hubbard was called and 
admitted that after Beggs’ arrest they bad 
had a conversation regarding the Spellman 
correspondence, and ’ that Beggs had di­ 
rected him where in bis (Beggs') desk to 
find letters which he wished taken to Judge 
Longenecker. 
The Court then adjourned until to-mor­ 
row. 
SENSATION PROMISED. 
C h ica g o, November 26th.—It is reported 
to-night that tne defense in the Cronin 
case will spring a sensation to-morrow in 
the shape of evidence that the horse which 
conveyed Cronin from his office on May 
4th was not a white horse at all, and there­ 
fore could not have been Dinan’s animal, 
for the hire of which Coughlin is responsi­ 
ble. 
KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 
Penalties on Employers—Printers* Assist­ 
ants’ W ages. 
A tla nta (Ga.), November 20th.—The 
Knights of Labor resumed their session to­ 
day. V.rious standing committees made 
reports, among them the Committees on 
Insurance, Law, Fiuauce and Corporations. 
The Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
made its final report. 
The Finance Committee recommended a 
change so that in future only actual car­ 
fare to and from the Conventions be paid. 
In the future ail local Assemblies attached 
to the General Assembly will pay a per 
capita tax of ten cents per quarter instead of 
six cents as heretofore. The General Execu­ 
tive Board is empowered at their discretion 
to put on an assessment tax of not more 
than 20 cents for next year. 
A resolution was passed declaring that 
the General Assembly favored an increase 
in the pay of printer's assistants in the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing at 
Washington, from $1 25 to $2 per day. 
A resolution was also passed recognizing 
election days as legal holidays and impos­ 
ing a penalty on auy employer violating it. 
The General Assembly closed to-night. 
Mr. Powderly said in his closing speech 
that it had been the most profitable session 
ever held. The Executive Board will se­ 
lect the location of the next Assembly. 
Powderly asked to have bis salary reduced 
from $5,000 to $2,500, but the Finance 
Committee of the Assembly refused to allow 
it to be done. ____________ 
MRS. PARNELL, 
A National Leaguer Scorches the Would- 
be Patriots. 
L in c o ln (Neb.), November 20th.—In an­ 
swer to the question if the Irish National 
League of America is going to take any 
public steps to relieve the alleged straight­ 
ened circumstances of Mrs. Parnell, Presi­ 
dent Johu Fitzgerald to-day replied in the 
negative. He said: "I think any public 
movement in that direction would be in­ 
delicate and indecent; an insult to the 
Parnell family: a slur upon tbe character 
of her distinguished son. The reported 
sad condition of Mrs. Parnell could not 
possibly result from neglect trom her fam­ 
ily. 
Parnell himself expressed painful 
surprise when the intelligence was con­ 
veyed to him, as he had made ample ar­ 
rangements to supply her financial welfare. 
Some of those who are urging a public sub­ 
scription for Mrs. Parnell are men who, in 
their craving for notoriety, have no concep­ 
tion of honor or decency: but I hope the 
innate delicacy of the Irish character will 
prevent the Irishmen ot America from 
playing into the hands of these pretended 
patriots. Mrs. Parnell’s family can and 
will care for her wants without uncalled 
tor public interference.” 


Centennial Celebration. 
F a y e t t e v il l e (N. C.), November 20th.— 
The centennial celebration of the ratifica­ 
tion by North Carolina of the Federal 
Constitution, began to day. Great crowds 
are in the city aud the decorations are pro­ 
fuse, national 
colors predominating. 
Governor Towle made a patriotic speech, 
paying a glowing tribute to the Constitu­ 
tion as by far the best mode of civil gov­ 
ernment ever devised. Speaking to the 
ex-Confederate soldiers present, he told 
them to cherish recollections of their 
soldier lit*, and be able to show to the 
world that if the occasion ever arose they 
are ready to surpass the record made by 
them in behalf of the fiag of this united 
country. 
Side-Shows Crowded Out. 
K ansas C it y , November 20th.—Unless 
the law providing for the holding of elec­ 
tions in this State is changed before the 
next election, the Prohibition party will be 
unable to place a ticket in the field. A 
law was passed by the last Legislature pro­ 
viding tbat no political party tbat did not 
at the last election poll 3 per cent, of the 
entire vote cast can place in nomination a 
candidate for office. At the last election 
about 500.000 vote3 were cast, of which 
the Prohibitionists cast 5,000. It is also 
doubtful whether the Union Labor party 
will be able to place a ticket in the field. 
It is understood the representatives of these 
parties will contest the constitutionality of 
the law. 
Prison Congress. 
N a s h v il l e , November 20th.—The Prison 
Congre*s to-day adopted resolutions intro­ 
duced by E. C. Foster, agent of tbe De­ 
partment of Justice, recommending that 
Congress should erect two prisons for 
Federal prisoners, and that a prison be es­ 
tablished in Washington where criminals 
may be registered according to the Bertell- 
ion system. Ex-President Hayes was 
elected President for the ensuing year. A 
resolution was adopted that tne United 
States should send delegates to tbe Iatei- 
national Penitentiary Congress at St. 
Petersburg next year. The Congress then 
adjourned. 
Iatbor Leaders Arrested. 
P it t sb u r g , November 20th—Ex-Repre­ 
sentative John R. Byrne of the Knights of 
Labor was arrested at Scottdale to-night on 
a charge of conspiracy preferred by ex- 
Represantative Callaghan. The informa­ 
tion also includes General Master Work­ 
man Powderly and Peter Wise, the local 
labor leader. Powderly will be arrested 
on his return from Atlanta and Wise when 
he is found. The suit grew out of the let­ 
ters Powderly published in the Journal of 
United Labor last year. Callaghan also 
alleges tbat he was boycotted and injured 
in his business by tbe Knights of Labor 
through the influence of Byrne, Powderly 
and Wise. 
Papal Revenues. 
N ew York, November 20th.—The Catho­ 
lic Newt has received a cablegram from 
Rome, saying that the Pope has ordered 
that the personal and real property of ail 
Cardinals who die leaving no surviving 
relatives bs bequeathed to the Propaganda. 
Thase having relatives must make gener­ 
ous provision in their wiils for the same 
institutiaa. These and all other funds de­ 
voted to the Propaganda will be invested 
in foreign countries. This to prevent the 
seizure of Papai revenues by the Italian 
Government. 
North Dakota Senators. 
Bismarck (N.D.), November 20th.—Both 
the Hoasa and the Senate to-day gave the 
entire Republican vote for Gilbert A. 
Pierce for the United States Senate. A 
joint session to-morrow wiil elect him. 
For ths second Senatorship Johnson stiii 
leads. It is possible that tne election will 
be thrown into the Legislature without a 
caucus choice. A new candidate was 
brought into the field to-day in the person 
of J. R. Casey, of Jamestown. 
W altzing Ball-Tossers. 
D enver, November 20th.—The series of 
games between the 8t. Lonis and Boston 
Clubs in this city closed to-day, on a tie 
game, called on account of darkness, the 


fcore standing 9 to 9 in the ninth inDing. 
Both teams are to go to Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo, where the St. Louis boys leave 
for the South, and the Bostons go on to the 
Pacific coast. A ball in their honoris now 
iu progress in the largest hall iu Denver.

HE MTJST STAY. 
A Convicted Burglar's Ineffectual Peti­ 
tion for a New Trial. 
George Rogers was sentenced in the 
Butte county Superior Court in November, 
1888, to twelve years’ imprisonment in the 
Folsom State Prison for burglary. He ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court for a new 
trial, and that tribunal yesterday handed 
down the following decision in the case 
which was filed in the office of Deputy 
Supreme Court Clerk W illiams: 
The People (respondent) vs. Rogers, ap­ 
pellant—Information and conviction of 
burglary. The appeal is from the judg­ 
ment, and comes up on the judgment roll. 
Tbe first point made by appellant is tbat 
the information failed to state facts consti­ 
tuting a public offense, and that the de­ 
murrer thereto should therefore bave been 
sustained. The alleged defect consists in 
the omission of the word “feloniously.” 
The information charges the offense in tbe 
language of the statute and is sufficient. 
(People vs. Lewis, 61 Cal., 336 ) 
The charge is that defendant burglari­ 
ously entered the store occupied by Jones 
& Harding with intent to commit larceny, 
etc. A point is made that it is not alleged 
that Jones it HardiDg were partners, or 
that they were the owners of the building 
or its contents. Under the code definition 
of burglary it was not necessary to allege 
the partnership, and tbe ownership of the 
building and its contents were sufficiently 
designated. (People vs. Henry, 77 CaL, 
445.)it is claimed that the Court erred in re­ 
fusing to give certain instructions asked by 
the defendant, which Rre set out in the 
transcript, numbered respectively II., III., 
and V. The transcript does not show 
whether these instructions were given or 
refused. They are in no mnuner authen­ 
ticated by the Judge. There is no bill of 
exceptions in or by which to make them a 
part of the record. They are. therefore, not 
a part of tbe judgment roll (People vs. 
January, 77 Cal.. 179), and cannot be con­ 
sidered by this Court. These are the only 
points made. 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 
A Yolo Comity Ruling Affecting Agree- 
mcnts on Hook Sales. 
Judge C. H. Garoutte, of the Yolo 
county Superior Court, has filed a no:able 
decision in the case of J. N. Decker of this 
county, against The History Company, a 
publishing concern in San Francisco. It 
seems that during June, 1S86, Mr. Decker, 
through an agent, agreed to take a set of 
Hubert Howe Bancroft’s histories, consist­ 
ing of thirty-nine volumes, at $5 50 each. 
He signed the usual agreement in such 
cases. 
After the agreement had been 
duly signed and a rinmber of the books 
sent to Mr. Decker, the Bancroft Company 
sold out to The History Company, and the 
latter corporation took up outstanding 
agreements, Decker’s being among the rest. 
The new company soon demanded of Mr. 
Decker payment for the books, and upon 
refusal brought suit. 
A demurrer was 
entered to the complaint by Decker's at­ 
torneys, Baker and Grant, and this objec­ 
tion was sustained by the Court, he hold­ 
ing that the agreement was not a contract, 
as it had only been signed by one party 
(Decker), and that even if it were a con­ 
tract it was a personal one and therefore 
not transferable from one company to the 
other. 
The importance of this decision is easily 
apparent. There are at the present time 
no less than five hundred agreements sim­ 
ilar to that of Mr. Decker's standing out in 
California alone, and the ruling from Yolo 
county will have more or less influence 
upon them all. 
The case is sure to be ap­ 
pealed, and if the Supreme Court sustains 
the ruling there wiil be a shaking up in 
the big History building in San Francisco 
heretofore unprecedented.— Woodland Mail.

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BRAKE BROKE. 
Two Men on a Huml-Car Run Into and 
Killed. 
P o r tla n d, November 20th—A fatal ac­ 
cident occurred this morning on the narrow 
eauge railway near Oswego, about seven 
miles from Portland. 
Two young men 
named B. Heller and F. Forbes, belonging 
to a section gang, were run into by a 
legging car and killed. The brake on the 
car gave way, and the grade being rather 
sharp, the car started down. 
Both Heller 
and Forbes were on a small hand-car some 
distance away. Instead of jumping off, as 
they could have safely done, both staid on 
the hand-car aud attempted tc get out of 
the way. The baggage-car soon attained a 
great rate of speed, and overtaking the 
hand-car, smashed it to pieces, throwing 
the men off aud instantly killing them. 
Three men were on the hand-car at the 
start, but one jumped off and thus saved 
himself. The victims were not over twenty- 
five years of age and unmarried. 
John McGuire, Superintendent of the 
Portland and Willamette Valley Railroad, 
returned late this afternoon from the 
scene of this morning’s fatal accident, and 
says that train No. 1 stopped at Oswego to 
switch out some cars when the brake 
chain of the baggage-car gave way. A 
short distance down the incline, near by, 
was an unoccupied band-car and several 
men standing beside it. When they saw 
the ungoverned baggage-car rushing to­ 
ward them they attempted to get on the 
hand-car. 
Tbe foreman of the section 
gang and the conductor of the baggage-car 
shouted to them to get out of the way, but 
they seemed to have lost their wits at that 
moment, for they paid no heed to the 
warning. Three of them took possession 
of the hand-car and began pumping down 
the hill, with the ponderous car following 
them wildly in the rear. After trailing a 
distance of about a quarter of a mile one of 
the men fell flat on tbe hand-car, and just 
then the baggage-car caught up with 
them. One of the men jumped off' the 
hand-car, but the other two remained. 
One, F. Forbes, was instantly killed 
when struck by the ponderous vehicle, 
and B. Heller, iatally injured, has siDce 
died. 
The deceased were young men and un­ 
married. 
A FRIGHTENED METROPOLIS. 
Views of tin- President of the Pacific 
Board of Commerce. 
T acoma (Wash.), November 20th.—Sam­ 
uel Collyer, Cashier of tbe Merchants’ Na­ 
tional Bank, who was elected President 
of the Pacific Board of Commerce, yester­ 
day, at San Francisco, in commenting upon 
the object of the organization to-day, said : 
“The San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
was afraid io come in fearing that the in­ 
terests of tbat city would suffer when asso­ 
ciated with others. San Francisco took 
alarm very early, and was becoming more 
and more afraid cf other Pacific coast 
cides. Other commercial organizations of 
California's metropolis, however, were 
members. The main objects of the Pacific 
Board of Commerce are to secure Congres­ 
sional legislation to develop tbe Pacific 
coast commerce, advance the projects of the 
Nicaragua Canal, secure coast defenses, and 
do anything to promote the commercial in­ 
terest of the great Pacific coast. President 
Coilyer thought that San Francisco's inter­ 
ests would have been bettex promoted if 
the Chamber of Commerce of tbat city had 
come into the organization and presented 
an united and solid front before Congress 
with the other Chambers of Commerce of 
the coast.” A meeting will be held previ­ 
ous to the assembling of Congress.

McCarthy W hips Kelleher in Twenty- 
one Rounds. 
S an F ra n cisco, November 20th.—Denny 
Kelleher, the well-known Boston middle­ 
weight pugilist, and Billy McCarthy, cham­ 
pion middleweight of Australia, met in a 
finish contest for a $1,800 purse at the 
rooms of the California Athletic Club this 
evening. Five-ounce gloves were used. 
McCarthy was a slight favorite in betting. 
McCarthy weighed 156 pounds. Kelleher’s 
weight was 154. Hiram Cook was referee. 
Time was called at 8:30 p. M. 
Round 1.—McCarthy seemed to be in 
splendid shape, while Kelieher looked to 
be a little too tine. The Australian started 
after Kelleher and got in on his body and 
face, but doing little damage. Both en­ 
gaged in some harmless swings. The round 
ended without advantage to either. 
Round 2 —The Australian kept working 
on Kelleher, and just before the call of 
time he got in a nasty upper cut on Kelle­ 
her’s mouth. 
Round 3.—McCarthy seemed to have 
gauged Keileher. and again forcing matters, 
got in a terriffic swinger on Kelleher’s 
neck, bringing him to the floor. He arose, 
however, before the ten seconds, but was 
weak. He about managed to hold his own 
until the call of time. 
Rounds 4 and 5 —McCarthv continued 
his chasing without effect, Kelleher being 
very cool and seemed to regain his 
strength. 
Rounds 6 and 7 were a repetition of the 
others. 
No apparent damage was done to 
either. 
Round 8.—But few blows were ex­ 
changed. Both men were waiting for 
right-hand swings. Some fine work was 
done in this round on both sides. 
Round 9.—McCarthy started in savagely 
and got on to Kelleher’s face badly, with­ 
out return. The round was much in favor 
of the Australian. 
Round 10.—Kelleher evened matters up 
a little, but his blows seemed to lack 
steam. 
Rounds 11 to 15 were very even. Both 
men wasted wind. In the 15th Kelleher 
had the advantage, catching the Australian 
with several hot ones on the mouth and 
nose, starting the blood. 
Ronnd 16 was uneventful. 
In the 17tb, McCarthy got in a swing on 
Kelleher’s neck, staggering him, but the 
latter came to quickly. The Australian 
tried to follow bis advantage. Kelleher 
was all there, however, and the round 
closed without further damage. 
Rounds 18 and 19 Kelleher seemed to 
grow tired under tbe continuous chasing of 
the Australian, who kept getting in some 
heavy ones on his wind. 
In the 20th round McCarthy again landed 
on Kelleher’s neck, bringing him to the 
floor. The latter was up, however, in a 
few seconds, bnt on tbe call of time Kelle­ 
her was very weak. 
Round 21—McCarthy followed Kelleher 
into his corner. Kelleher led with his 
right, bnt missed. McCarty pivoted and 
swung his right, catching Kelieher on the 
chin and knocking him out.

PORTLAND HAPPENINGS. 
The First Fast Mail Train — A New 
Steamer. 
P o rtla n d, November 20th. — At 6:40 
o’clock this morniDg the first through fast 
mail train from Omaha arrived at the 
Union Pacific depot in this city. Tbe train 
consisted of a mail car, express, one coach, 
dining car and a Pullman. Tbe time from 
Omaha to Portlaod was fifty-nine hours 
and twenty-four m innteE — tbe best ever 
made between the two p o in ts. The mail 
which came in on this train to-day w a3 de­ 
livered at least one day earlier than if it 
had come under tbe old schedule time.

FATAL HOTEL FIRE. 
Two Lives Lost and Others Have Narrow 
Escupes, 
E u r ek a (Cal.), November 20th. — At 
about 2 o’clock yesterday m orniD g a fire 
was discovered in the Areata Hotel. The 
inmates were at once aroused, but the fire 
had penetrated every room and the guests 
found much difficulty in reaching safety. 
Tobias Barnhill of Areata and George A. 
Knight, a commercial traveler for Neu- 
stadter & Co. of San Francisco, perished in 
the flames. Several others were injured. 
Several adjoining buildings were also 
burned. Tne loss is $20,000; insurance, 
$0,500. 
ALL ADOPT A BOOK. 
A Man K ills His Brother-In-Law ¡n Lo» 
Angeles. 
Los A n g e l e s, November 20th.-— Charles 
Curtis was shot and instantly killed by his 
brother-in-law, Philip Engle, this evening. 
They quarreled over a book which Engle's 
wife was reading. Engle threw tbe book 
out of tbe window aud spoke sharply to bis 
wife. 
Curtis said: “You can t talk to my sister 
tbat way,” and knocked Engle out uf doors 
and pnmmeled him. Engle’s wife sepa­ 
rated them. 
Curtis then went home, about half a 
block distant, and returned a few minutes 
later. When he came into the house Engle 
seized a Wincbesterritie, and said he would 
kill him if he came any further. 
Curtis then followed him into the dining­ 
room, and then into tbe bedroom. Engie 
raised his rifle and tired, striking Curtis in 
the breast. 
Engle was arrested and brought to Pasa­ 
dena. The deceased is a youog man about 
twenty-eight, and was married on Monday 
last. His young wife is crazed over the 
terrible event. ED gle is forty-five years of 
age, a German, and has been a resident of 
Lunanda since 1874. Both men had good 
reputations, and were comparatively well- 
to-do. The supposition is that both had 
been drinking. 
SENATOR SQUIRES. 
W ashington's First Senator Given a R e- 
ceptioa. 
S e a t t l e, November 30th.—Senator Wat­ 
son C. Squires returned from Olympia to­ 
day and was met at the dock by tbe Harri­ 
son Legion and a band and escorted to tbe 
Hotel Ranier, where an informal reception 
was held. The Senator received in the 
main parlor, while Mrs. Squires received 
the congratulations of both ladies and gen­ 
tlemen friends in the private parlor of 
Colonel and Mrs. Thomas Ewing. For an 
hour and a half congratulations were fairly 
showered upon the Senator and wife. 
Many of those present had known the dis­ 
tinguished couple since childhood. A no­ 
ticeable feature was the presence of many 
Democrats, who seemed as much elated as 
if a member of their party had been se­ 
lected to fill the highest otlice that could be 
given by the people of the new State of 
Washington. The Senator leaves Wash­ 
ington for Washington on Sunday. He de­ 
sires to get to the Capital early in hope of 
getting on better committees than if he ar­ 
rived after the session had begun. 
The Court Was Gr.me. 
S a lt L a k e, November 20th.—In the 
Mormon investigation to-day Charles Pen­ 
rose flatly refused to answer questions as to 
tbe number of wives he had. His counsel 
again called the Court's attention to the 
fact that President Cleveland had granted 
Penrose an amnesty, and he thought the 
Court had no right to compel the witness 
to answer. 
The Court decided the witness to be in 
contempt, and tbat he be committed to the 
Penitentiary until he purged himself. 
Penrose was taken to prison this after­ 
noon. He is preparing a written statement 
to lay before the Court to-morrow. 
Freight Train W recked. 
T acoma (Wash.), November 20th.—An 
accident occurred this morning on the 
Northern Pacific tracks about two miles 
south of the stockyards. The axle of a car 
loaded with lumber broke, causing tbe de­ 
railment of eight out of a train of fifteen 
freight cars coming from Portland. A 
wrecking outfit was sent out, but the track 
was not cleared up to a late hour. The 
amount of damage could not be ascer­ 
tained. 
Three Years’ Vacation. 
F resn o, November 20th.—Cyrus Clifton, 
who shot his wife in the head at Selma on 
the 10th of last month, pleaded guilty in 
Judge Harris Court this morning to two 
charges of assault with a dpadly weapon 
upon bis brother-in-law, T. Boyd, and of 
assault to commit murder upon his wife, 
He tried the insanity dodge last week, but 
a jury decided he was sane. To-day the 
Judge gave him three years in San Quen­ 
tin. 
After the Stage Robber. 
Y r e k a , November 20,h.—A lively but 
unsuccessful bunt bas been made for the 
robber who stopped the Linkville stage at 
Lennox’ place, on tbe Klamath river, be­ 
tween Ager ami the State line. The robber 
got $300 from the express box, but did not 
disturb tbe mail. The highwaymen stopping 
the stage eo frequently on this route cross 
into Siskiyou from Oregon, and get back in 
a hurry to hide and escape.

CITY CHARTERS AND 
TUT10N. 
THE CONSTI 


In another column we present an article 
'-oar the San Francisco Alta Gilifornia, on 
the question of city charters and the su­ 
premacy of general laws of the State over 
them, that should interest every citizen of 
Sacramento. As matters now stand, and 
without amendment of the Constitution, 
neither this nor any other city of the class 
can construct a charter that will not be at 
the mercy of the Legislature at any time. 
In the case of Oakland, as the Alta shows, 
an excellent new charter was adopted, ap­ 
proved by the Legislature and put into 
operation. Under it the Council was the 
legislative and the Board of Works the 
executive body. The former could not 
raise money and spend it, the latter could 
not raise money, but could spend it. The 
¡¡¡rat legislated as to what should be done, 
the second controlled the doing. In an 
«vil hour the Legislature passed a general 
iatr, to accommodate a minor town in the 
south part of the State, that completely 
destroyed thiswise division of authority, 
which has everywhere been accepted as 
the highest and best form of municipal 
Administration that experience and wis- 
-,om have evolved. Yet there was no in­ 
dention that the general law should have 
such effect. The Courts cannot, however, 
do otherwise than construe the law ac­ 
cording to the plain and obvious meaning 
of its words and phrases. We see, there­ 
fore, that in the adoption of a new charter 
a second-class city will be in peril at every 
session of the Legislature of having a 
cherished system broken up by some bill 
of a general character, intended to afford 
particular relief only, but the real opera­ 
tion ot which will be to amend 
charters. 
And this peril will run 
through the whole line of street 
improvements, control and supply of gas 
and water companies, division of municipal 
responsibilities, city financial systems, col­ 
lection of revenue and imposition of li­ 
censes and so on to the end of the chapter, 
including official fees, salaries of officers, 
creation and discharge of public debts, etc. 
Now, since it is agreed that Sacramento is 
to consider at the polls the propriety of 
creating a new charter, and as it is likely 
that the proposition will be affirmatively 
passed upon, the suggestion of the Alia 
should be adopted, to wit, such discussion 
f the matter as will educate the public 
judgment to the necessity of so amending 
the State Constitution as will protect the 
integrity of a charter for a city when it is 
once adopted and approved. Fortunately 
for our case, though we deem the provis­ 
ion a dangerous one in a Constitution, 
there is provided a system by which the 
organic law can be amended within a re­ 
markably brief period of time—in fact, it 
s true, as has been said, that the Consti- 
tv u n of the State of California can be 
amended within a week from the time the 
( reposition is broached. It might have 
r-Aan added, within a day, since the whole 
uestion of what notice shall be given 
m or to voting rests in the discretion of 
iae Legislature. So that while we are 
busying ourselves with the thought of 
•what onr new form of Government should 
ce, and whom we should choose to frame 
t, there must be kept in view the neces- 
¡•.‘.tv of securing an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution for the protection of whatever 
system we agree u|ion from legislative as­ 
sault. Even should the Oakland ease be 
decided in favor of the city, there will still 
remain the provision that the general law 
-fhall be deemed the first rule of action for 
municipalities, which virtually destroys 
the doctrine that the Government is best 
in large communities which is brought 
closest to the people. 


THE NEW COMMERCIAL BOAED. 
A few days ago the R eco rd -U n io s very 
emphatically expressed its disgust for the 
nosition taken by the San Francisco Cham- 
l»er of Commerce in refusing to promote 
the formation of the Coast Board of Com­ 
merce. Since then the meeting for the 
erection of the latter has been held, and 
the San Francisco body has shown its con­ 
tempt for the ordinary courtesies by send­ 
ing a delegation to the assemblage for the 
simple purpose of creating discord, ap­ 
parently, by withdrawing. If the scheme 
contemplated a disruption of the Coast 
assembly it signally failed of its purpose. 
The Coast Board has been formed, and on 
what we believe to be a sound and endur­ 
ing basis. It will pursue its course regard­ 
less of the Pan Francisco Chamber, but not 
in any sort of antagonism to it. The aim 
of the new body, as we understand it, is 
the conservation of the trade interests and 
the prosperity of the entire coast. San 
Francisco is the chief port and city of the 
coast, and will so remain. If, therefore, 
there develops any antagonism in the mat­ 
ter between the two bodies named, it will 
be due entirely to the attitude of the San 


The successful inuaguration of the new 
flying mail, by which letter delivery time 
between the Atlantic and Pacific is reduced 
by nearly twelve hours, is a feat upon 
which the Postal Department may well 
pride itself. But it will he well also not 
to lose sight of the fact that this has been 
accomplished because far-seeing genius 
and business courage, in the face of what 
half the world believed to be insurmount­ 
able obstacles, made a railway across the 
continent possible. The flying mail is the 
very least of the beneficence of the mighty 
work, but it serves to illustrate how im­ 
mensely the nation lias profited by the 
construction of the transcontinental system 
and how infinitesimal, in comparison, is 
the question of financial obligation of 
these transcontinental roads to the General 
Government. The truth is, that if the 
American people should forgive the rail­ 
ways their entire “indebtedness” the peo­ 
ple would still be the gainers by hundreds 
of millions of dollars, besides for inestima­ 
ble added blessings of civilization, for the 
upbuilding of the waste places, the indis­ 
soluble linking of the States, the practical 
elimination of distance between the point 
of production and tl e market place, the 
almost incalculable saving in the adminis­ 
tration of the affairs of the War, Postal 
and Revenue Departments of the Govern­ 
ment, and other and numerous benefits, 
upon which too high a value cannot be 
placed. Yet the spectacle is presented at 
this late day of here and there an effort to 
enkindle the spirit of the unrelenting 
creditor, and to renew the fires of antago­ 
nism against influences that have been the 
means of attaining such lieneficent ends. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin asks: “In 
printing the tickets for an election can we 
count on the fact that no tickets will be 
secured beforehand ? This must be re­ 
garded as a violent assumption when the 
ways and methods of the bosses are con­ 
sidered.” To the question we respond 
affirmatively. To the suggestion that it is 
a violent assumption, when the ways of 
the bosses are considered, we reply that 
there is no possibility of the bosses secur­ 
ing official ballots if they are printed by 
the State, registered by the Secretary of 
State by numbers, bound in hooks of 200 
each with stubs also numbered, and issued 
to election officers on receipts showing 
such numbers. If our contemporary, which 
has knowledge of the tricks of the bosses 
from long observation of their methods in 
this State, can suggest any way by which 
such a system can be defeated, we will 
withdraw from advocacy of the reform 
ballot. Of course, the trick of bringing 
out of the booth an official ballot we do 
not include, for we have shown that the 
detachable number on the corner of the 
ticket completely defeats any rascality of 
that kind, since no voter can deposit his 
ballot without it appearing on the poll-list 
that he received the numbered ballot he 
holds from the Inspector immediately prej 
ceding the oiler to deposit it. 


W h en “Christian” women to the num­ 
ber of one hundred hissed another “Chris­ 
tian” woman, in the convention of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
because the courageous little speaker did 
not agree with the one hundred, but pro­ 
tested against political partisanship in 
temperance work, there was manifest an 
¡ntolerant and unchristian spirit that 
would have made the old priests and mar­ 
tyrs tear their hair and weep for the 
cause. Women who can behave no better 
than that should remove themselves to 
some land where toleration is unknown 
and liberty of speech is only a dream.

Proposed M onum ent to the Late M aster 
D arden—To-day’s Excursion 
to Folsom —Etc. 


The National Grange concluded its an­ 
nual session about midnight last night, and 
to-day the members will be tendered the 
first of the series of excursions arranged for 
their entertainment. They will be taken 
to view the Branch State Prison at Folsom 
and the great dam being erected at that 
point. The visitors will have an opportu­ 
nity en route of catching passing glimpses 
of some of the orchards and tne great Na- 
toma vineyard. The train will leave here 
at 1:30 r. m. 
The train will be under the command o* 
Captain Knight, the veteran conductor. 
He happened to be in Chieago when the 
Pan-American representatives were coming 
westward, and brought them to Omaha. 
There Captain Knight was placed in charge 
of the Grangers’ train and brought them 
through to this city. He will pilot them 
on their excursions about the State and as 
far as Los Angeles on their return. 
The Grange assembled yesterday m orn­ 
ing in accordance with the regular order, 
with Brother James Draper Acting Master, 
Brother J. D. Clardy Overseer pro tern., 
Brother J. C. Carr 8teward pro tem., 
Sister C. L, Hasson Ceres pro tem. and 
Sister M. A. Mars Pomona pro tem. 
W orthy Master Brigham afterward came 
in and assumed the chair. 
The resolution favoring the election of 
United States Senators by direct vote of 
the people was adopted. 
It was decided to install the newly-elected 
officers at 7:30 in the evening. 
A bird's-eye view of Sacramento, inclosed 
in a frame of California redwood, was pre­ 
sented to the National Grange by Dr. Tay­ 
lor.James Draper, W orthy Overseer of the 
National Grange, received the gift in an ap­ 
propriate speech. 
A committee of three was appointed to 
draft resolutions expressive of the senti­ 
ments of the delegates in reference to the 
hospitalities extended by Sacramentans to 
the visitors. 
A resolution was adopted reducing mem­ 
bership lees for men from $3 to $1. This 
resolution will be presented to the various 
State Granges for adoption or rejection. 
The special Committee on Legislation 
made a report through Governor Luce, of 
Michigan, and it was made the special 
order for the afternoon.

The Grange, after a short recess, then re­ 
sumed its work.

Mr. Leonard Rhone of Pennsylvania 
spoke of the systems adopted by his State 
to increase the efficacy of Grange work and 
thought if other States could adopt a simi­ 
lar line there would Dot be any great num ­ 
ber of dormant Granges. The trade eard 
system of business co-operations is now 
well established in the State. 
The Committee on Foreign Relations re­ 
ported upon the resolution of Past Master 
Coulter from the California State Grange 
on pauper emigration, stating that the 
spirit of the resolution had been met and 
adopted by the general report. Con­ 
curred in. 
The Committee on Resolutions being dis­ 
charged from consideration of the resolu­ 
tion offered by Mr. Rhone of Pennsylvania 
calling for the Superintendent of the 
United States Census to collect full sta 
tistics of the number of farms and farm 
mortgages, the motion made to adopt the 
resolution was carried. 
The Committee on Women’s Work, ap­ 
pointed by the Master, is composed of Mrs. 
L. A. Hawkins of Alabama, Mrs. J. J. 
Woodman of Michigan, and Mrs. Governor 
Robie of Maine. 
The Juvenile GraDge ritual used in 
Texas was referred to the Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
The resolution offered by H. E. Hayes of 
Oregon for preventing the further issue of 
taxable bonds, either National, State or 
corporate, was adopted. 
A motion that 6.000 copies of the Journal 
of the proceedings be priDted was adopted. 
At 11:15 p. m. the final minutes were 
read and adopted, and one of the most en­ 
joyable, and apparently satisfactory sessions 
of the National Grange ever held, was 
closed in Faith, Hope and Charity with 
Fidelity.

Though California is a long way from the so- 
called commercial and tin&ncial centers of the 
United States, the members of the Order of the 
Patrons of Husbandry here have tried to keep 
step to the music of the Order. California’s Pa­ 
trons are determined not to be out of line nor to 
loss position in the great forward march the 
Order is maklug and proposes to make in the 
United Slates. The lines of battle are formed, 
and our desire is to be in the front ranks. Our 
regiments may not be so well recruited or our 
fore 'sowell drilled, equipped and uniformed 
as s. me of those from older-settled and more 
populous states, but we are brave as the brav­ 
est and are enlisted for the war. We hope our 
roster will show at the close of the term of serv­ 
ice no traitors and no deserters. 
During the year there have been six Granges 
organized and five Granges re organized. There 
are lour Pomona Granges in the State. These 
Pomona Granges, while they have done much 
for the good ot the Order in a social way, have, 
so far, done but little in the line of re-organizing 
dormant Granges m their respective jurisdic­ 
tions. It does seem that very much might be 
done by P(,mona Granges in the way of resuscit­ 
ating dead Granges within their respective ter­ 
ritory. 
It is the boundcn duty of the members 
Of the Order to read. To get valuable 
informal: :i the Grange press should be well 
edited and liberally patronized. We boast of a 
splendid organ, the Pacific Rural Press, pub­ 
lished by Brother A. T. Dewey. It is well sup­ 
ported by the members of the Order in this juris­ 
diction. 
The finances of the California State Grange 
are in a inore sati-lactory condition than for 
some years past. We have a snng little sum in 
our lecture luud, whieh must be expended for 
lecture and Grange work, and tor no other pur­ 
pose. With that money we expect to have 
some valuable work done during the coming 
year. 
It is the purpose to have every Grange in good 
standing in this jurisdiction officially visited 
during the coming spring and summer. The 
State shall be canvassed, so far as possible, and 
new Granges organized and old ones revived.

We will use 
them for the good of the Order, and return 
them, in due time, untarnished and whole. 
California s Patrons are awake and zealous, and 
will never say fail. We are growing, and intend 
to grow stronger, stronger, stronger.

D eath of A nother of the Pioneer Settlers 
of Sacram ento. 
There died on a farm near the old Tivoli 
place, east of this city, on Saturday last, 
one of the earliest citizens of Sacramento, 
John Peasley. For several years past his 
health had been poor, and—though his 
death was looked for at almost any time— 
he passed away without the knowledge of 
his family, having been found dead in his 
bed. Deceased was in his eightieth year, 
aud was a native of New Hampshire. He 
came to California in 1848, and made his 
home in this cilv in 1852. 
For some years he was proprietor of the 
Merchants’ Hotel, and subsequently of the 
W hat Cheer Hotel on Front street, a noted 
caravansary in early days. He was one of 
the organizers of the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, and a life member. Deceased was 
a very prominent citizen in the early 
“fifties,” and was among the foremost in 
all public enterprises and movements. 
He took considerable interest in the breed­ 
ing of tine stock, and owned the ancestors 
of the horse Tecumseh, so well known in 
this vicinity. 
Mr. Peasley left two sisters, one being 
Mrs. Waldron, at whose home he passed 
the last years of his life.

PA R N E L L COMMISSION. 


T he P ow er o í a G en eral Law to A flect a 
C ity C h a rte r. 
T h e follow ing editorial in th e San F ra n , 
cisco A lta w ill furnish food for th o u g h t for 
those w ho are studying th e best system of 
governm ent for Sacram ento : 
T here is an issue, at present local to O ak­ 
land, but w hich has a broader aspect o f in ­ 
terest to every city in the State, since none 
m ay be finally safe from a probable and 
entirely possible construction of the Consti­ 
tu tio n by thp Courts. 
T he issue lies in the 
prim acy of th e general law over a city ch ar­ 
ter. 
Befoie the C onstitution was am ended 
it was required th a t all cities of th e sam e 
class should have th e sam e charter, the 
sam e n u m b er of m em bers of th e City Coun­ 
cil and School Board ; therefore, by im p li­ 
cation th e sam e n u m b er of w ards and a 
com m unity of features in those respects in 
w hich difference in location, adaptation to 
business or residence, m ay prom pt an am ­ 
bition o r point a necessity for individuality. 
W hen this constitutianal principle had to 
be w orked out Los A ngeles and O akland 
found them selves quite unable to agree 
upon a com m on charter, and th e C onstitu­ 
tion was am ended to p erm it cities of tbe 
second class to m ake, adopt and have in d i­ 
vidual charters. 
O akland m ade m ost in ­ 
telligent use of this privilege. 
H aving 
long seen th e evils of a governm ent w ith a 
single branch, id w hich all functions were 
focused, th a t city m ade aDd indorsed a 
ch arter th a t created a governm ent w ith a 
legislative branch, th e City Council, and 
adm inistrative branch, th e Board of W orks, 
and w ith a M ayor exercising purely execu­ 
tive 
functions. 
It 
was 
intended 
that 
th e 
Council 
sh o u ld 
legislate, 
and 
oniv 
legislate, 
am i 
th a t 
th e 
Board 
of 
W orks 
should 
adm inister 
the 
governm ent, prepare, let and supervise all 
contracts, have charge of th e police, health 
and fire departm ents, and see th at each p er­ 
form ed its duty. 
T he Board of W orks was 
m ade responsible entirely for th e expendi­ 
tu re o f public m oney and for th e order and 
h ealth of th e city. 
I t was understood w hen 
th e charter was adopted th at this d istrib u ­ 
tion o f pow ers was intended to forw ard 
needed public im provem ents, and th a t in 
respect to them the City Council w ould 
legislate by providing and passing an ordi­ 
nance to bond th e city for the needed sum , 
and if th e people so voted the B oard of 
P ublic W orks w ould have charge of all 
contracts and expenditures. Tw o days after 
the Legislative ratification of this charter a 
general A ct passed th e L egislature provid­ 
ing th a t in spending m oney for public im ­ 
provem ents th e Council shall select its own 
agents to take charge of such expenditure. 
W e have m ade in quiry of M r. B rierly, the 
reputed au th o r of the bill, w ho assures us 
th at, though an A ct of general application, 
it was passed to affect and settle som e local 
contention over needed w ater w orks in 
th e tow n of Santa A na. in tb e new county 
of O range. 
G ranting th is to have been its 
purpose, it is likely to iDflict m ore harm 
th an was ever w rought by a m atter so 
sm all. 
It destroys the segregated, depart­ 
m en tal governm ent of O akland entirely, 
and deprives th e people o f every second 
class city in th e Stale of self-governm ent. 
It restore? th e vice ot having th e legislative 
and adm inistrative functions in the sam e 
branch o f the G overnm ent—a vice th a t is 
th e father of all evils in m unicipal govern­ 
m ent—and leaves the people of th a t city in 
tb e h u m iliatin g plight of having adopted a 
charter to enlarge the usefulness of th eir 
local governm ent, enlarging at th e sam e 
tim e its coat, to find it shorn by genersl 
law of the expanded authority th e benefi­ 
cial exercise of w hich was to com pensate 
for th e increased cost. 
If the Courts shall 
so construe the C onstitution, as they well 
m ay. the only hope of self-governm ent for 
th e second-class cities of C alifornia is in 
ar, usher am endm ent to th e C onstitution 
w hich sh all m ake th e general law in ap ­ 
plicable to any city in aDy m atter of local 
legislation or adm inistration for w hich the 
city ch arter already m akes provision. 
I t is 
a question of hom e rule of the gravest im ­ 
portance. 
T he m odern and m ost enlight­ 
ened system provided by O akland's new 
ch arter prom ises to serve as th e highest 
exam ple to other cities w hich are strug­ 
gling to escape from th e vices w hich have 
seem ed ingrained in city governm ent in 
this country. 
B u t this prom ise cannot be 
realized if th e L egislature m sy, by a gen­ 
eral law, ju m b le the functions o f govern­ 
m en t w hich it so carefully segregates. 
W e 
know of hardly an exception to th e general 
and depressing history o f errors, and often 
worse th a t result from em pow ering a city 
council to raise m oney an d let contracts to 
spend it, to m ake appointm ents to office in 
th e police, fire and h ealth departm ents. 
It 
introduces th e w orst features of th e p atro n ­ 
age system a t a place w here th e people 
seem th e m ost pow erless to effect a rem ­ 
edy. 
W e invoke th e attention of th e 
w hole State to the subject now , in tim e to 
educate public opinion u p to th e p o in t of 
correcting th e evil by constitutional am en d ­ 
m ent, if th e judicial construction shall 
leave th a t as ih e only rem edy.
